TOWN  WARRANT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Jackson  in  the  County  of 
Carroll  in  said  State,  qualified  to  votei  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  House  in  said 
Jackson  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same.

4-Wheel  Drive  Hough  Payloader,  presently  hired  by  selectmen 
for  $3,750  until  May  1,  1955.  (The  amount  of  appropriation 
suggested  above  is  exactly  the  original  purchase  price  plus  the 
sum  of  $3,750  already  paid  by  Town  for  use  of  this  machine.) 

21.  The  sum  of  $216.37  to  secure  Town  Road  Aid,  State 
contributing  the  sum  of  $1,442.46. 

22.  The  sum  of  $99.66  for  support  of  White  Mountains 
Region. 

23.  The  sum  of  $500  for  permanent  improvement  on  Thorn 
Mt.  Road  from  Route  16A  to  opposite  the  residence  of  Cecil 
Femald. 

24.  The  sum  of  $700  to  continue  highway  reconstruction 
on  Thorn  Hill  Road. 

25.  The  sum  of  $500  to  continue  higliway  reconstruction 
on  Valley  Cross  Road. 

26.  The  sum  of  $300  to  continue  highway  reconstruction 
on  Tin  Mt.  Road. 

27.  To  see  if  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  adequate  to  reconstruct  or  repair  Meloon  bridge. 

28.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  construct  a  guard  rail  on  the  Iron  Mt.  Road 
beside  the  former  Catherine  Hodge  woodlot.

34.  To  authorize  Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.

The  Jackson  Public  Library,  open  for  72  days  between 
January  2  and  December  16,  1954,  circulated  1234  books  and 
magazines  and  added  gifts  of  55  books  for  a  total  of  5932  vol- 
umes.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 


Howdy,  Folks: 

This  is  your  friend  Smokey,  the  fire  prevention  bear  talking 
for  Maurice  Kelly  your  local  forest  fire  warden.  You  know 
how  he  is  always  asking  you  people  to  take  it  easy  with  fire  in 
the  woods?  Well,  he  wants  you  to  know  that  forest  fires  de- 
creased last  year.  He  knows  it  did  rain  some  but  it  was  the 
help  of  all  you  people  who  are  giving  their  time  and  money  and 
carefulness  to  prevent  this  shameful  waste  of  our  woodlands. 
But  please  remember  this,  folks,  forest  fires  still  do  a  lot  of 
damage  each  year.  And  weVe  got  to  work  and  work  to  whittle 
them  down  to  our  size.  So  when  you're  around  forest  areas, 
crush  out  your  cigarette,  hold  your  match  till  it's  cold,  drown 
your  campfire  and  drown  it  again.  If  you  have  to  burn  grass 
or  brush  or  rubbish,  ask  about  the  law  first,  also  get  your  permit 
from  your  warden  and  last,  have  plenty  of  help  handy.  Please 
remember  a  permit  is  required  for  all  open  fires  whether  in  an 
incinerator  or  on  a  piece  of  plowed  ground.  Your  local  forest 
fire  warden  will  help  you  in  your  burning  problem  and  he  is 
as  close  as  your  telephone.  Please  call  him. 

Each  year  forest  fires  destroy  enough  sawtimber  toi  build 
all  the  homes  in  a  city  of  one-half  million  people. 

Each  year  forest  fires  eat  up  enough  sawtimber  to  make 
ties  for  50,000  miles  of  railroad  tracks. 

Each  year  forest  fires  destroy  enough  pulp-size  trees  to 
provide  a  12  months*  supply  of  newsprint  for  every  newspaper 
in  the  United  States.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  8th  day  of  March  1955,  at  one  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  school  nurse  for  the  year 
1953-1954. 

Throughout  the  year  the  physical  defects  found  in  the 
school  children  have  been  corrected  or  are  under  treatment. 
Since  all  corrections  are  done  out  of  town,  I  appreciate  the 
efforts  of  the  parents  in  getting  the  children  to  the  doctors, 
dentists,  and  clinics. 

We  were  unable  to  hold  our  customary  Child  Health  Con- 
ference and  Immunization  Clinics  this  year  due  to  contagious 
disease.  However,  plans  are  under  way  to  hold  the  Clinics  this 
coming  year. 

Since  dental  care  is  a  year-round  program  we  have  had 
many  defects  corrected.  The  percentage  of  dental  corrections 
in  the  past  years  has  ranged  from  60%  to  65%.  With  two  new 
dentists  in  the  area  the  percentage  of  corrections  should  be 
even  higher  in  the  future.
